H undreds 
o f guests and em p lo yee w ere in the 
hotel w h e n the fire broke out, and 
for m a n y o f them escape w ith safe­ 
ty w a s impossible. P robab ly t w e n ­ 
ty lives w ere lost w ith in a half 
hour, 
and th irty or fo rty persons 
w ere injured by ju m p in g from w in ­ 
d o w s and in rushing through the 
roarin g flames in the corridors and 
on the sta irw a ys. M a n y w h o w ere 
injured died later in n earby resi­ 
dences a n d at hospitals, and others 
w h o m ade w ild leaps to the stone
